No go for 
- bees 


A man who has been 
keeping bees on his pro- 
perty in Blenheim Road, 
Altona, has been told by 


he council that he is 
breaking the law. 


The council has been 


receiving complaints 
from the bee-keeper’s 
Ineighbors. 


Altona’s Town Clerk, 
Mr. Syd Fell, told coun- 
iliors last week that 
the man. has a current 
‘Department of Agricul- 
ture permit toe keep 
bees. . 

“The licence does not, 
however, specifically 
permit keeping of bees 
in an area subject to 

own-planning restric- 
tion,” he said. 

“The particular area 
lis zoned residential C 
hinder the Metropolitan 
Planning Scheme, and in 
this zone, bee-keeping is 
prhobited.” 

Mr. Fell recommended 
that the council tell the 
Ibee-keeper that unless 
Ihe removes the hives 
within 14 days, he will 
be prosecuted. 

_But councillors de- 
cided to tell the man of 
the bee-keeping restric- 
tions before taking any 
further action. 











This is the third time the commission has been 
knocked back on Paisley. ‘ 


And Altona council, 
following the decision, 
will write to the Minister 
of Housing, Mr. Dicky, 
deploring the “unecessa- 
ry waste of time and 
money” spent by council 
at the appeal. 

It has cost the council 
a total of $4,200 to put its 

‘case to the two tribunal 
hearings. 


The commission was 
first refused permission 
by the Board of Works 
last year. An appeal to 
the tribunal failed in 
March 1974. 


This third knock-back 
comes from the Town 
Planning Appeals Tribun- 
al, again. 

The commission wants 
to build 1282 cluster 
housing units, ranging 
from two to four storeys, 
on the 135-acre site of 
the old briquette dump, 
‘bounded by Mills Street, 
Ross Road, Blenheim 
Road and Mason Street. 


The plan has been 
strongly opposed by Al- 
tona and Williamstown
